If"lKo idea enunciated by Lin; Altui- 
nev-General on Wudniw.lay with re- 
Bppct to the powers of tbo ilousii ot As- 
Beinhlv is in if-econlduee with the law 
of 187-2 and the ruleu of the House it 
•will bo seen that the riijhts of the 
houorable morabers nio circumscribed 
to nn extent that affonis them vmy lit- 
tlo room for action. InJcetl, one is 
inclined to iisk, if tiio House has relo- 
"atedils powcrto the Goverunient what, 
\n the name of all that is good and 
great about the ayatcun of responsible 
govorament, have the nieuibers met to 
do? "What good purpos-- can they 
serve byeontinuing the sossimi.iuul win- 
do they nut pack up tlieir .Imls and 
forthwitli return to theirconstiti\ents'( If 
Ministers are not nniennble to tho res- 
olutions and orders of their fellow- 
members; if they can adopt such 
portions of a rosolution of tho House 
as suit their ideas or intorcsits and 
isnore the rest; if thry are to dis- 
oljey the expressed wish and disregard 
the" letter and -spirit of resolutions 
which embody tlioopinions of the House, 
where, we as!c, is tho vaunted power 
of the people's representativeal Call 
this popular govornmentl It is m 
usurpation of [lopuiar rights wiiioli no 
indejiendent House in any, other part 
of tliu world would tolerato for a mo 
ment. Let us consider tho issue tliat 
was raised on Wednesday: Mr. S-Mitde 
moved that in the opinion of tho House 

the sum of dollars siiould be ofl'ered 

as a bonus for the erection within tho 
provinco of a woolen mill. This 
seemed a reasonablo and proper resolu- 
tion enough. It was moved in tho 
public interest and is one of the very 
matters to accomplish which constitu- 
encios are supposed to send their rep- 
resentatives to Victoria. Tiio attor- 
ney-general iuimcdiutoly arose and ob 
jected to tho resolution. Ho question- 
ed the power of tho House to pass a 
motion of tho kind and i)roduced 
copious authorities which, ho said, dis 
tinctly showed that the House had not 
the power to puss the resolution. Mu, 
Sjiitiie having combatted tho attor 
ijey.general's argument with consider 
able force, the provincial secrotary 
took the floor to contend that, wiiilo 
tho resolution of the member for Cow 
ichan wasoutof order, aresolutiori word 
ed in another form might attain the 
same object and would still bo with 
the province of the House to pass. Tbo 
House had a right to express an abstract 
opinion and ho suggested a substitute 
for the original resolution. 'L'his aub- 
stitutc exiiressed tlio opinion that tho 
Govt-rnuient should oflur a bonus for 
iho establishment of a woolen mill. 
As we wore not surprised at the 
attitude of Mr. Walkbm. we were 
not surprised at tho position assumed 
by Mr. HusiPiiKEVS. Tho last-named 
gentleman when occupying a seat on 
the opposition bnnclies always bat- 
tled for the privileges of the House. He 
argued on ■ many occa4ons that tho 
House has the power to advise, direct 
&nCi command the government; that the 
government is a puppetof the Uouseand 
can only go as fast or as far as tho 
House will ])eniiit. He has even con- 
• tended that tho House has a right to 
reduce taxation. Therefore, wo say, 
we were not surprised at liis attitude 
tow-ards iiis leader on Wednesday. It 
was entirely consistent with his posi- 
tion in the past. To the remarks of 
his colleugue, however, Mr. W.vlkesi 
dissented. Ho disputed the authority 
of the House to even make tho sugges- 
tion embraced in the substitute of tho 
provincial secretary; travelled again 
over tho ground he had previously 
crossed and, in eflect, held up the House 
as a thoroughly spiritless, helpless thing, 
bound hand and foot, without authori- 
ty to pass a single order that ministers 
were bound to obey or initiate a single 
measure they were bound to respect ! 
Wc need scarcely say that we entirelv 
dissent from the reasoning of tho at- 
torney-general. Tin; House — which is 
another name for the people — is su- 
preme, or the constitution supposes it 
to be; and if by the act of 1872 or the 
ru.es of order they havo bartered 
away the popular rights, surrendered 
theui to the government for a less con- 
fiicleratiou than tho mess of pottage 
which Esau got for his birthright, they 
should repeal the act and tho rules and 
reassert theii' jjrei'ogativo.

Speaker (who mean while had ruled the 
original resolution out of ordur) aro 
wrong and that iilr.

But be tbat_as it may, the suggestioA 
of tho provincial secretary Mas 
accepted; notice of a resolution cm- 
bodying his substitute was given and 
discussion would liavo taken place on it 
to-day, only that the attorney-general 
surrendered to the House by "placing a 
notice oh the board of a bill to ])rovide 
for the offer of a bonus for the erection 
of a .iyoolen mill within the province. 

The country looks to tho House to en- 
courage manufactures liy all the means 
in its power. Tho demands for a bonus 
for a beet root sugar factory and a 
bonus for a woolen mill are eminently 
proper. Compliance with thoso de- 
mands forms a part of tho duty the 
popular mind has always a.Migned to 
a responsible gov(!rnmont; and if this 
government should continue to cast 
obstacles in the way of the material 
improvement of the country and to defy 
the constitutional pcrogatives of tho 
House they must mabeiWay,!for^.'niore 
liberal and progressive-; men'who - -will 
bo'prepared to move with the country 
instead of placingdrags uponits wheels. 



firm of Ukku Brotukus it Co. was 
ruled out. Should tho House fail to 
assert its rights shortly they had better 
abdicate and petition to havo rasppnsi- 
blo institutions withdrawn. 



A BAD- BILL 



Tho Suprome Court of Canada Bill, 
which has passed tlie House at tho in- 
stance of the attorney-general, is a thor- 
oughly bad measure. It provides that 
in nil cases whero Un; constitutionality 
of an act of this province is challenged 
in a court of law tho judge shall 
send the case to tho Supremo Court at 
Ottawa to bo tried. The judges ot our 
Supreme Court aro debarred from try- 
ing a case of the kind and a poor man 
who may havo a perfectly good case 
must submit to injustice and wrong 
at thohands of a rich oppressor or the 
local government, for how could ho 
faco tho cost of a trip to Ottawa bo 
fight for his rights? It is well known 
that tho statute-book contains many 
defective laws which aro liable to bo 
called ill serious cjuestion at any mo- 
ment; and the fact that a law so uds- 
chiovous and oppressive in its tendency 
should have passed tho House unchal- 
lenged is but additional evidenco of the 
necessity for the presence of more law- 
yers in tho House. Wo shall havo 
more to say on this subject to-morrow.

THE FALL OF LIMA. 

OHZLXAITS FULL C017TZ10L OF 
THE PEanVlAN.OAPlTAL. 

Forts, SMps aiid Ssttwies svt Lima 
and Oallao all Destrored. 

?Rf.SICEnT FlEROIA IN FLICHT ANO THE 

I AR!UV ofPeru UtterlvOemorauzed. 

'Hio steamer Atho, from Colon con- 
tlrins the fall of Lima, On January 
14, tho Chilians advanced in a hnavy 
fog unobserved, until the second Chil- 
ian lino was within 400 meters of the 
enemy. Their first line engaged in a 
hand to hand eemflict for two hours 
and tho Poruviim maintained the figh 
for 12 hours, until 4 p. m., when being 
nearly flanked by tho Chilians, who 
lost heavily, tlioy Avoro obliged to 
tire. Two days later, the Peruvian 
reserve of COOO young men of Lima 
resisted tho Chilians advance, firing 
from bre.ist works for fivo iiours, when 
the Chilians fortxjd their way into the 
town of Mirafiores and reduced it to 
ashes. Losses in killed and wounded 
in tho two battles, aro estimated at 
9000 Peruvians and 7000 Chilians. - 

Tho Peruvian loss in materiel and 
lives is iinmenso, and the army of tho 
contor is entirely without tho means of 
war. The Chilians entered lima January 
17tli, without rcsistantje and establish- 
od a local government with Oodai, for- 
mer Chilian niiiiistcr in Ecudor, as pro- 
feet. The capital ia orderly. The 
populace burned tho Chinese quarters 
on the 15th of January, on account of 
tlio allogcd enmity of tho Chinese to 
the country, 

Pierola, cominander-in-ehief and pres- 
ident of Peru, could do nothing to 
withstand the eflect of tho surprise. 
After the slaughter of the 15th ho fled 
with his escort to tho interior. Beforn 
his deiiartui-" ho gavo orders that if any 
of the Peruvian ofScers in Gommand of 
hips desired to .save thera.selve hyflight, 
trusting to their superior speed, they 
wore j.>rivileged to do so. None made 
the attempt and on tho surrender of 
Lima and Callao, forts, batteries and 
ships wore blown up or burned. Sev- 
eral forts were blown up with con 
siderablo less, it is said, to the invaders 
but there was not the si igli test evidence 
that the city was so generally ruined 
as the Peruvians claimed. 

Gen. La Cosera, coiiimander of tho 
Peruvian reserve, is accused of treason, 
cowardice and all sorts of criwes and 
was forced to take refuge in the Brit- 
ish legation. Ho wont to Guayaquil 
by way of Santiago and on the way suf- 
fered many indignities at the hands of 
the populace at various ports and from 
passengers on board. The army of the 
center, tho finest Peru has ever had in 
tlu! field, has been com|)letely beaten 
and demoralized, and is practically 
whipped out of oxistenco, Montero was 
appointed by Pierola on bis flight, 
commander of tho army of tho north 
and Solar of tho south. The army of 
tho north consists of a number of scat- 
tered battalions without the means of 
mobilization and having neither head- 
quarters or organization. The army 
of the south with headquarters at Are- 
quipa, numbers loss than 10,000 men 
and any operations from that quarter 
against Tacua and Arica aro said to be 
impossible. Chilian forces in consider 
able strength still hold those points.
